“Of all the actions: of ‘the none: Te) 
widely misunderstood asthe prison mutiny and the hunger | 
strike. Even among those who have nothing but admira- 
“pion for the women who have faced ill-usage and imprison. 
ment for’ protesting at ‘Cabinet Ministers’ meetings, or 
for taking part in deputations to the Prime Minister at the . 
- House of Commons, there are many who regard the hunger | 
_ ptrike not merely as tactically and perhaps morally wrong, 
but as justifying to- some extent the statement that the | 
‘doilitant Suffragists are hysterical and unbalanced. 


This criticism is partly due to the fact. that She prison |} 
toutiny and hunger strike were the latest phase of | 
militancy—and it has been a noteworthy feature at every 
phage of the present campaign that critics have fastened. | 
upon the latest tilitant methods for attack, while condoning | 
and even sometimes expressing approval of earlier miljtant - 
methods—and partly due to the fact that the outside 
ublic have never properly realised that there was an 
mportant principle underlying the. apparently unaccount- 
behaviour of the Suffragettes in prison. To. incu, 
wantonly additional punishment -in prison, to undergo 
atwitously the terrible ordeal of starvation, to submit to-| 
fr torture of forcible feeding rather than eat rationally— » 
these might be evidences of hysteria; but to determine, for 
sufficiently important purpose, on a course of action which 
‘Jeads to these terrible” consequences, to pursue ‘this course 
of action without flinching, and to carry it through to the 
bitter end—these are evidences of a well-balanced mind 
and an heroic and untameable spirit. 
Political Prisoners in the Past. 
To understand the action of the Suffragettes it is neces- 
gary to go back in history and trace in brief the treatment: 
which has been adopted in past centuries and in othe™ 
countries towards those who, like the present-day Suffra” 
gettes, have incurred. imprisonment, not on account of | 
‘of actions taken with political object. 
In ancient days those who: had conspired to. reform the 
‘Government were dealt with barbarously ; first they were 
tortured, then they were killed, and finally their bodies were 
toutilated. Latér on, though the death penalty Was still 
exacted, the savage accompaniments were omitted. As 
times advanced public opinion demanded greater and 
| greater differentiation between the treatment. of ordinary — 
eriminals punished -for their selfish anti-social actions, and 
that of men or women who had run counter to the law in 
Consequence of their political views. 


Even in the Bastille we find the political 
considerable privileges ; thus Parades was allowed to have 

_ what books he pleased, to carry on correspondence, and ‘to 
be visited by his friends. . In the early part of last century 
_Cobbett was imprisoned in this country; not only did he 
have books and. correspondence, but he was actually | 

allowed to have the constant company of one of his 
children, who took ‘up’his abode in the prison to be with 
him. The condition of the political prisoners of the 
Neapolitan King “Bomba” in the “ forties” raised a storm. 
of indignation in this country, because, though they had —
